White Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 


Miller, a former Klan menv 


ber, testified he received $2,400 
over a two-year period from the 
FBI to provide information on 
the slayings. 


The bodies of Michael Schwer* 


ner, 24, and Andrew Goodman, 
20, 
both 
of 
New York, and 


James Chaney, 22, a Meridian 
Negro, were found buried in an 
earthen dam on Aug. 4, 1964 aft- 
er 44 days of Intensive search- 
ing. 


Additional testimony is ex- 


pected from James Edward Jor- 
dan who was whisked into 
the 


Courthouse 
Wednesday sur- 


rounded by armed guards. Jor- 
dan is under indictment in the 
case, but jurisdiction has been 
transferred to a federal court 
district in Georgia. 


Asst. U.S. Atty. John Doar, 


the Justice Department's chief 
civil rights trouble shooter, per- 
sonally handled the examination 
of Miller as the stocky police- 
man told his story calmly9 


Miller said he joined the Klan 


when Edgar Ray "Preacher" 
Killen, one of the defendants, 
approached him in late March 
or early April of 1964. 


The target of the Klan group 


was Schwerner, a bearded civil 
rights organizer who had been 
active in the Neshoba County 
area, Miller said. 


He said some of the members 


wanted to "whip" Schwerner. 


At one Klan meeting, Miller 


said, "Mr. Killen said to leave 
him 
(Schwerner) 
alone—that 


another klavern had been given 
approval for his elimination." 


When asked by Doar who au- 


thorized the "elimination," Mill- 
er replied, "his elimination had 
been approved by the imperial 
wizard." 


Miller said he understood that 


at the time, Sam Holloway Bow- 
ers Jr. was the imperial wizard 
of the Klan group. Bowers is 
among the 18 defendants.

imperial wizard of the militant 
White Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 


Miller, a former Klan mem- 


ber, testified he received $2,400 
over a two-year period from the 
FBI to provide information on 
the slayings. 


The bodies of Michael Schwer* 


ner, 24, and Andrew Goodman, 
20, 
both 
of 
New York, 
and 


James Chaney, 22, a Meridian 
Negro, were found buried in an 
earthen dam on Aug. 4, 1964 aft- 
er 44 days of intensive search- 
ing- , 


Additional 
testimony is ex- 


pected from James Edward Jor- 
dan who was whisked into 
the 


Courthouse 
Wednesday 
sur- 


rounded by armed guards, Jor- 
dan is under Indictment in the 
case, but jurisdiction has been 
transferred to a federal court 
district in Georgia, 


Asst. U.S. Atty. John Doar, 


the Justice Department's chief 
civil rights trouble shooter, per- 
sonally handled the examination 
of Miller as the stocky police- 
man told his story calmly9 


Miller said he joined the Klan 


when Edgar Ray "Preacher" 
Killen, one of the 
defendants, 


approached him in late March 
or early April of 1964. 


The target of the Klan group 


was Schwerner, a bearded civil 
rights organizer who had been 
active in the Neshoba County 
area, Miller said. 


He said some of the members 


wanted to "whip" Schwerner. 


At one Klan meeting, 
Miller 


said, "Mr. 
Killen said to leave 


him 
(Schwerner) 
alone—that 


another klavern had been given 
approval for his elimination." 


When asked by Doar who au- 


thorized the "elimination," Mill- 
er replied, "his elimination had 
been approved by the imperial 
wizard." 


Miller said he understood that 


at the time, Sam Holloway Bow- 
ers Jr. was the imperial wizard 
of the Klan group. Bowers is 
among the 18 defendants. 


At a meeting with Killen at 


Miller's home, on June 28, a 
week after the workers were 
slain, Miller said Killen told him 
the trio had been shot and had 
been buried in an earthen dam. 


Miller said he was told the 


civil 
rights 
workers "were 


chased down Highway 19 about 
100 miles per hour" on the night 
of June 21.

Chaney 
were 
arrested 
on a 


speeding 
charge at Philadel- 


phia, Miss., after they returned 
from ,i Negro community where 
they 
had inspected a burned 


church. 


They were released late that 


night. 


Asked if he was told about the 


chujch burning, Miller said Kil- 
len told him, "They burned the 
chuirh tu get the civil rights 
woikci up there. At the time, 
they wi-re referring to Schwer- 
ner."

ment of working capital since 
the next three months are lean 
months with reference to reve- 
nues." 


Mrs. Hall said the money is 


tied up in securities for 90 days 
and that during the month of 
September and the first 10 days 
of this 
month the balance of 


state funds has decreased by 
$29.17 million. 


The state still has a balance 


of about $60 million, she said, 
but only about $17 million is 
available. She said the remaind- 
er is Invested In U.S. and state 
obligations, interest-bearing con> 
tract bank deposits and bank 
certificates of deposits for vary- 
ing lengths of time. 


Mrs. Hall said the state Board 


of Finance may order the sale 
of government securities in or- 
der to release money for the 
state's day-to-day operations.

British-Cypriot Comet jetliner 
crashed into the Mediterranean 
off the southwest Coast of Tur* 
key today and ail 66 persons 
aboard are presumed killed, a 
spokesman for the British Royal 
Air Force announced, 


Operated by British European 


Airways for Cyprus Airways, 
the Comet 4 jet was on a flight 
from London and Athens to Nic* 
osla with 59 passengers and a 
crew of seven. 


The plane 
left L o n d o n 


Wednesday night and stopped 
briefly before dawn in Athens. 
It crashed into the sea about an 
hour later near the Dodecanese 
island 
of 
Kastellorizon, 
a 


spokesman for BEA said. 


Police on Kastellorlzon said 


the airliner was seen to crash 
about 35 miles southeast of the 
island. A spokesman said the is- 
land's harbor authorities dis- 
patched a fishing boat to the 
scene of the crash. 


A BEA spokesman in London 


said most of the passengers 
were businessmen or vacation- 
ers and that some children were 
aboard. The three-man flying 
crew was British and the two 
stewards and two stewardesses 
were Cypriots. The spokesman 
said 32 passengers boarded the 
plane at London and 27 in Ath- 
ens. 


It was the second crash in five 


months of a passenger plane 
bound for Cyprus. A chartered 
Swiss 
Britannia 
turbo-prop 


crashed in April as it was land- 
ing on the Island In a thunder- 
storm, killing 126 persons. Most 
were German and British tour- 
ists. 


The BEAK spokesman said the 


Comet sent no distress signal 
before going down today, "it 
just disappeared." The weather 
was reported clear at the time. 


Naval and passenger ships in 


the area were alerted and the 
U.S. Air Force base in Athens 
sent a plane to Katellorizon to 
join the search for survivors.

Since 1948, when he began a 


glory-filled career with the old 
Brooklyn Dodgers, this gentle 
giant has made his home on 
Bedford and Ave. M In Flat- 
bush. 


Brooklyn fans cheered him for 


11 years before the Dodgers 
moved to Los Angeles and they 
welcomed 
him again In 1962 


when he returned as a member 
of-the New York Mets expansion 
club. He left again In 1963 to 
manage the Washington Sena- 
tors, but his heart and home 
remained In Brooklyn.
